MEMPHIS—(U. S. Dept. Agricul- 


ture)—The cotton market during the 
period July 4th to 10th witnessed wide 
price changes with quotations July 
JOth about 15-lGc per pound lower 
than those July 3rd. Demand for spot 
cotton was sai dto have been only fair 
during the past week with the volume 
of sales of spot cotton rather light. 
Cottons mostly inquired for seemed 
to be in the better white grades in 
the lengths of 7-8 inch up to 1 inch 
inclusive. 
On July 10th the average of the 


quotations of the ten markets for mid- 
dling 7-8 inch was 8.78c, compared 
with 9,71c July 3rd,and 12,10c on the 
corresponding day a year ago. Trade 
interest is now largely centered on 
new crop developments. 


On July 8th the Crop Reporting 


Board of the Department of Agricul- 
ture estimated the United States cot- 
ton acreage in cultivation July '1 at 
41,491,000 acres, which is a reduction 


if 10 per cent compared with the

In Texas progress and condition of 
cotton averaged fairly good but mois- 
ture is no\v needed in much of the 
northern two-thirds of the state; plants 
are small but fields are generally 
clean. In the Carolinas weather con- 
ditions have been more favorable and 
cotton is making good growth with 
bloom reported as far north as North 
Carolina.

would be promptly overthrown by the 
Chamber of Deputies—at least for the 
present. 


German Public Alarmed 


American observers abroad believe 


the fundamental problem confronting 
Germany is the restoration of confi- 
dence in the mind of its own citizens. 


Although the war debts moratorium 


solved the immediate crisis for the 
Germany government, it created a new 
crisis among the moneyed class of the 
republic. F'anicky regarding the fu- 
ture, 
depositors 
began 
converting 


German credits into money of AmerJ 
ica and other nations. 


The increase in this foreign ex- 


change, handled in gold, carried the 
Reichsbank's gold reserve down close 
to the 40 per cent minimum necessary 
to covsr German currency. 


A similar movement in gold at the 


Bank of England last week, however, 
was blamed on France, the English 
bankers alleging that France was con- 
verting its English credits into gold 
to cut down the British reserves as a 
retaliatory measure for the British 
position in forcing France to grant 
Germany a war debt moratorium. 


The upshot of this was that England 


turned definitely away from France, 
and has joined the United States in 
the same camp with Germany, resolv- 
ed to help the Teuton republic work 
out its financial problems.
